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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §§ 102 and 103 

1. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not 
included in this action can be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1, 2, 4, 6, 7, 10 and 11 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Pai as previously applied. 

Regarding the claim 1 amendment. Figure 2 of Pai shows two 
opposite sides on inner side wall 144; one side above string 
groove 145, one side below. Since the Pai corrugations 143, 
which correspond to the recited reinforcement ribs, are located 
above and below the string groove, the ribs are considered to be 
arranged symmetrically. Further, the Pai racquet inherently has 
a plurality of main and cross strings which form a racquet 
frame. As the Pai racquet profile shown in Figure 2 is 
virtually identical to that shown in applicant's Figure 6, the 
reinforcement ribs are considered to be located at the 
connections of the main strings and the cross strings on the 
main body. Regarding the amendment to claim 4, Figure 2 of Pai 
shows a rib located above and below a string hole 145. 

3. Claims 5, 8 and 9 are rejected under' 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Pai as previously applied. 
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Regarding the amendment to claims 8 and 9, for the reasons 
set forth in the previous Office action, it would have been 
obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the racquet art, by 
routine experimentation, to provide the Pai racquet with ripples 
of varying depth in order to selectively strengthen specific 
areas of the racquet; the Pai ripples are considered to comprise 
an elongated recess and their varying depth in cross-sections 
would result in different thicknesses.
